Also, 
in response to the applicant's arguments that Martino et al (U.S. Patent: 6,061,646) fails to teach translating a character string from one 
language to another (Amendment, Pages 10-19), the examiner notes that Martino teaches the ability to adapt displayed characters on a 
user interface to the language of a particular user by changing the displayed characters to the user's language (Col. 11, Line 15- Col. 12, 
Line 5). This operation of replacing initially displayed visual text information of an interface language with the same information in a 
language of a user effectively accomplishes language translation. Thus, the prior art rejections are maintained. 
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
